Use discarded Christmas trees as bird 
feeding stations. Pieces of suet, bread 
crusts or discarded fruits tied to the trees 
are enjoyed by migrating birds such as 
waxwings. Birds are welcome visitors to 
the winter garden scene. 

Check rabbit fences and barriers that 
protect fruit and ornamental trees and 
shrubs from girdling damage. If the snow 
line comes above the barrier, new protec- 
tions must be added. 

Watch for field mice; they feed on 
young trees, shrubs and herbaceous peren- 
nials ata GROUND LEVEL. Dig down to 
ground level near a favorite perennial 
plant to check for rodent tunnels. If mice 
are present, spreading of poisoned strych- 
nine bait is suggested. 

Heavy, wet snows may weigh down ever- 
greens to the breaking point. Sweep off 
excessive snow to prevent damage. Protect 
young evergreens from crushing snow and 
ice by using board or shingle guards. 

A good snow cover is a blessing in dis- 
guise despite some of the damage that 
occurs. Snow cover insulates perennial 
plants against low temperatures and temp- 
erature fluctuations. 

Where snow is lacking, straw and hay 
mulches are valuable. These should have 
been put on in late fall. However, it’s still 
not too late to use mulches to protect 
against alternate freezing and thawing 
that generally occurs in early spring. If 
the mulch tends to blow away, fasten it 
down with a chicken wire netting. 

Protect soft barked trees, such as apples, 
plums, basswood and mountain ash, against 
sunscald by placing boards or burlap cover 
on the south and west exposed trunks. This 
kind of damage is most likely to happen in 
late winter. 

Now is a good time to bring your garden 
library up to date. A card indexing system 
will make your collection more useful when 
you must look up information during the 
busy garden season ahead. 

It is still too early to prune fruit trees 
in our region. Warmer days in February 
and March will make the job more pleasant

and the trees are not so likely to be exposed 
to extra winter damage. 

Now’s a good time to take stock of 
pesticides you have on hand. Make a list 
of what insect, disease and weed killers 
you need to order for this spring. Check 
sprayers and dusters to see that they are 
still in good operating order. 

Look over nursery and seed catalogs 
which will be arriving now. Order what 
you need early; the best things are sold 
out by spring. 

Check wintering bulbs and tubers. If 
there are any signs of decay, sort them 
over and destroy any showing break-down. 
Try to keep the storage cool—under 40 de- 
grees if possible.

IF AN EARLY winter snowstorm covered 
beds before they were mulched with hay 
and if a mid-winter thaw melts the snow 
covering, it will be necessary to place a 
protective mulch of hay over perennials 
and the spring flowering bulbs such as 
tulips, daffodils, crocus, etc. Use the 
branches of your discarded Christmas tree 
to hold down and add to the protective 
hay mulch. 

A heavy snow deposit on evergreens and 
deciduous shrubs should be removed as 
soon as possible to prevent permanent harm 
to plants. Do this gently; do not shake 
limbs and branches vigorously to remove 
snow because they are brittle and break 
easily at this time. 

Examine bulbs and tubers in winter stor- 
age to be sure that they are in good condi- 
tion. Discard diseased materials. 

Don’t hesitate to have a home skating 
rink for your children. The ice may do 
some harm to the lawn but it will not be 
permanent especially if the melting of the 
ice is speeded by breaking it up when mild 
weather makes the rink useless. Feed and 
seed the lawn area early in April and re- 
peat in May to get a quick recovery. 

Study new seed catalogs and new varie- 
ties and start planning this year’s garden. 

Gardening in January in the North is 
entirely the armchair type.

Snow, especially if wet, can break down 
evergreens and even some shrubs. Yews 
and Pfitzer junipers are most often dam- 
aged. So are boxwood and pieris. Try tying 
up with heavy twine if not convenient to 
wade through snow to knock it off. 

Prune excess growth of yew and juniper 


for decorations in house. Yews can be 
pruned unmercifully and be the better 
for it. 

Check cold frames for damage from 
mice eating plants or shrews burrowing 
after mice and insects. Traps baited with 
peanut butter will get both. Also make sure 
plants in frames do not need water. 

If you had a living Christmas tree make 
sure the place you are planting it will not 
make it a nuisance in case it lives and 
grows. But few yards have room for large 
evergreen trees. 

If squirrels and cats have the range on 
your bird feeder either hang it from a 
clothes wire or put it on a steel post. 

Make sure you have planted all spring 
flowering bulbs. It is a pity to let them 
become mummies. If planted now, mulch 
heavily to keep ground from freezing as 
long as possible to permit them to root. 

Look over advertisements for permanent 
labels for your plants. If you are in doubt 
get samples. Zinc, aluminum or plastic 
are all good. 

If you forgot to make a plot of your fall 
plantings do it some day when the snow 
does not cover everything. Keep all of 
these in a garden notebook along with a 
note of where plants were purchased. If 
you know the nursery you can always ask 
for corrections in case of mistakes. 

If you are having trouble locating trees, 
shrubs and evergreens get the copy of 
Plants and Gardens on ‘‘Where to Buy 
Them” from Brooklyn Botanic Garden, 
Brooklyn 25, N. Y. Price $1. 

If water stands in spots in the garden 
maybe you should plan to put in a line of 
agricultural drain tile to carry off excess 
water to a ditch or drain. Standing water 
may be good for swamp plants but few 
others can take it for more than a few 
days. Evergreens, especially yews, and 
cherries will be the first to die from poor 
drainage. Roses will be next. 

Check dahlias, cannas, tuberous begonias 
and similar tender bulbs and roots to make 
sure they are not shriveling. Cover with 
dry peat, vermiculite or perlite to cut down 
loss of moisture. 

Start making up spring seed and plant 
orders. Send for a few catalogs you have 
not had before. Get a set of all the garden 
bulletins available from your agricultural 
college. Your local county agent will have 
them. His office is usually in the post office

Make sure all tools and equipment are 
in out of the weather. Oil and paint them 
while you have time. 

Start reading up. on broadleaf evergreens 
for they are one of the loveliest groups of 
plants we have. They are particularly en- 
joyable at this time of the year. Holly, 
boxwood, firethorn, wintercreeper, pieris, 
azalea, rhododendron, mountain laurel, 
cherry laurel, Japanese spurge, English 
ivy, periwinkle, Oregon holly grape, are 
but a few you may be able to grow. Even 
if your local nurseryman tells you they 
will not grow in your climate it may be 
because he does not have them. Besides, 
part of the fun of gardening is growing 
plants you are not supposed to be able to. 





Louisiana 


JANuARY is usually our coldest month, 
but garden chores can be done on pleasant 
days. Clean up all trash. Try to make 
sure there are no hiding places for snails 
and slugs. 

It’s a good time to repair garden tools, 
sharpen them and paint all the handles. If 
painted red they are easier to find if you’ve 
been careless and left them where they 
were used last. It’s a good idea to wax 
them, for less splintering, and to make 
them easier on the hands. 

Build birdhouses and put them out to 
weather, especially martin boxes. Birds 
catch thousands of harmful insects. What 
would a garden be without the song of 
birds? Plan to plant some sunflower seed 
later, perhaps to screen the compost pile, 
for the birds. 

Beds may be dug deeply now. Stalks and 
trash buried will rot and become humus. 
Incorporate all the humus possible. When 
spring comes the beds will be ready. 

Grape vines and figs may be pruned this 
month. Cuttings of both will root if put in 
a sandy loam. ‘Niagara’ grape is a delicious 
kind, bears heavily and is good for eating 
and for jelly. The grapes are green when 
ripe and birds do not bother them nearly 
as much as they do purple grapes. The 
best fig is ‘Celeste.’ 

A pretty, small evergreen tree that can 
be grown from seeds sown in a flat this 
month or in the open when danger of frost 
is over, is Cassia corymbosa. It usually 
blooms the first year from seed, blooming 
from August on until frost, with golden 
yellow pealike blooms. It is interesting to 
watch at dusk for all the leaves fold to- 
gether primly for the night. 

If the hardy annuals like larkspur, pop- 
pies, cornflowers, dianthus, annual phlox 
and ‘Gloriosa’ daisies were not planted in 
autumn, take advantage of warm days and 
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plant them now. 

Daylily and crinum clumps that are 
crowded may be divided and reset now in 
enriched soil. This applies to perennial 
phlox and other things like lythrum, mo- 
narda, and so forth. 

If the weatherman predicts severe cold 
and freezing, set the sprinkler going and 
try to coat camellias with ice. In a severe 
freeze all open blooms will be damaged 
but ice coating will save the buds not show- 
ing color. 

Put gladiolus corms in a heavy paper 
bag with mothballs among them and seal 
it for several days to discourage thrips. The 
first planting may be made in late January 
for early blooms. Save some cans, like to- 
mato cans; cut both ends out, place them 
halfway down in beds, and plant seeds in 
them of favorite annuals. If frost threatens, 
a plank will cover a whole row. The can 
discourages cut worms and can be removed 
later and thrown away. 

Peruse “wish books” (catalogs) and 
order seeds of things never grown before. 
Adventure bravely into the horticultural 
world. One often finds gems for the garden 
this way. 

Protect fruit trees and flowering crabs 
from rabbit injury by wrapping them with 
screen wire, burlap or painting the trunks 
with Arasan. 

Paper-white narcissus may yet be planted 
for bloom in the house. Pot a few clumps 
of Iris pumila or violets for winter bloom. 

Cut a few branches of forsythia, winter 
honeysuckle, pussywillow, Spiraea Thun- 
bergii and the early blooming magnolias for 
forcing in the house during the winter. 

Knock the snow from the branches of 
evergreens to prevent possible serious dam- 
age. It is best done before the snow begins 
to melt, for if it partially melts and then 
freezes, it cannot be removed without dam- 
age to the plants.

The 
most destructive period of freezing and 
thawing is ahead.

possible. It pays to buy the best quality. 

Birdhouses and lawn furniture can be 
made this month. Prepare the necessary 
lumber for the hotbed or cold frame. 

Garden furniture and tools in storage 
for the winter should be painted. Sharpen 
the tools and apply a coat of grease to 
prevent rusting. 

Take good care of your feathered friends. 
Put out pieces of suet for wintering titmice, 
nuthatches, chickadees and the woodpeck- 
ers. Small grain and sunflower seed, scat- 
tered on bare ground around evergreens, 
will keep other birds friendly. Fill the bird 
bath on days when weather is not freezing. 
Don’t throw old pecans or hickory nuts 
away. Crack them for the birds—they will 
be delighted. 

Tie branches of arbor-vitae and upright 
junipers together to prevent splitting by 
heavy snow or ice. Remove dead or unde- 
sirable trees. Less damage to the lawn and 
garden will occur if this work is done while 
the ground is frozen. 

Most fruit trees, grape vines, shade trees 
and fall blooming shrubs may be pruned 
now. Delay pruning maples, birch and 
spring blooming shrubs until later. 

Call your nurseryman for the names of 
reliable men to do winter pruning. 

Large evergreens and shade trees can be 
moved successfully while the ground is 
frozen, and there is less danger of injury 
to the lawn. Small trees on the lawn can 
also be moved with balls of earth to more 
suitable locations. 





Oklahoma 


ALONG wITH your New Year's resolu- 
tions, why not include one or more related 
to the garden? A good one would be to 
resolve to work or relax a part of every 
day in the garden, even if only for a few 
minutes. The hours spent in the garden will 
prove to be the most valuable of the day. 

Indoor gardening, active and passive, can 
be interesting during January. New seed 
and garden catalogs arrive daily and make 
wonderful reading. Garden planning should 
certainly be considered at this time of year 
when outside weather is usually not con- 
ducive to outdoor activity. As you look 
through the catalogs, seed and plant orders 
should be made up and placed for delivery 
at the desired time. All of the new All- 
America selections will be featured and 
their merits discussed by competent re- 
search people. Do not be timid about try- 
ing these new varieties. The testing pro- 
gram for them is adequate and dependable. 
Also, if you practice gathering your own 
seed, it is wise to run germination tests now 
to be sure of having an adequate supply or 
ordering additional ones. 

Continue to bring out the containers of 
spring bulbs for forcing. These bulbs should 
be watered thoroughly and given a light 
feeding of liquid manure to bring them into 
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flower. It is time to force branches of spring 
flowering shrubs. This is easy to do and 
adds much color to the house during cold 
January weeks. These branches can be 
removed as part of a pruning program. 
Heavy pruning of early flowering shrubs, 
however, should be avoided. Heavy prun- 
ing of other trees and shrubs should be 
‘ done now while plants are thoroughly dor- 
: mant. All pruning scars should be thor- 
oughly cleaned and painted to prevent dry- 
ing out or entrance of disease. 

Continue planting trees and shrubs on 
warm days when the soil works well. All 
types of plants, both evergreen and decidu- 
ous, move with good success now. Care 
should be used to provide plenty of room 
for spread of roots as the plants are trans- 
planted. Thoroughly water all plants as 
they are transplanted in order to eliminate 
air spaces around the roots and thoroughly 
“set” the plants. Rose planting can be 
started now and continued through next 
month. It is wise to mound the soil up and 
around the canes of the plants to prevent 
drying. Everything in the garden should be 
watered thoroughly to avoid winter drouth. 

It is especially important to water all 
bulbs in the ground as root growth has al- 
ready begun, and top growth will soon 
start. Keep a sharp lookout for rabbits and 
field mice when snow is on the ground. 
Many young plants are girdled by these 
pests as they forage for food, and all the 
top growth dies. 

A garden inventory is appropriate during 
January. During this inventory, tools can 
be sharpened, oiled and otherwise readied 
for the busy season ahead. Keep food and 
water available for the birds if you wish to 
have them in the garden. @ 
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Hummingbird Feeder 

A two-inch plastic vial, a_ plastic 
clothespin and a round toothpick for a 
perch are all the items needed to make 
this hummingbird attraction for your 
garden. 

Make a hole for hanging in one side 
of the clothespin with a heated ice pick 
or nail. The lightweight plastic vial is 
clamped in the clothespin and the tooth- 
pick inserted in the notch. Pin and vial 
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are then painted bright red. Nail polish 
can be used for this. 

Make sure the feeder is free hanging. 
Keep away from plants so that ants will 
not travel to it. A good ant protection 
is an oil-soaked string wrapped around 
the stake some distance from the 
ground. 

The vial is filled with two parts 
strained honey to one part water.—

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Since we transplanted a bittersweet, 
trumpet vine, tamarix and smoke tree 
six years ago, they have not bloomed. 
What should be done? Mrs. V.E.J., Ill. 

If these plants are healthy and growing 
well they should bloom. Bittersweet needs 
both male and female flowers to produce 
fruit. Since only the female flowers pro- 
duce berries the plant you moved may 
produce only pollen. Another vine bearing 
female flowers should be planted adjacent. 
Trumpet vines bloom on the current sea- 
son’s wood, so if it produces a new healthy 
growth it should also produce bloom. Tam- 
arix flowers on new growth and wherever 
it puts forth new healthy shoots there 
should be bloom present. A plant may be 
; cut almost to the ground in March and 
the new shoots that spring from the base 
will still bloom the next season. The smoke 
3 tree often delays blooming until fairly ma- 
ture but when well established it almost 
invariably blooms. Heavy shade will de- 
crease or entirely prevent bloom. 

, Last spring I planted ten bare root 

‘Gold Drop’ potentilla plants along the 

i east foundation of our house. They 

; q seemed to be doing well when suddenly 

7 the three healthiest looking shrubs died. 

The nursery replaced them with potted 

plants that were in bloom but these died 

also and the seven remaining shrubs 

began to lose their leaves and blossoms 

t 5 until now they are practically gone. 

What should I do in fertilizing or con- 

ditioning the soil? Other potentillas in 
’ E: this area are thriving. E.M.S., Minn. 

Potentillas like well drained soil. It 
should be gritty, open, and slightly alkaline 
or at least neutral. Your soil is probably 
high in organic matter, peat, and slightly 
acid. Before planting potentillas work con- 
siderable coarse sand and a little hydrated 
lime into the soil. See that the plants get 
all the sunlight possible. The east side of 
the house is all right provided they get full 
morning sun. 

I purchased three crape-myrtle plants 
in 1958. Each year the bushes are beau- 
tiful but so far have never bloomed. 
What care should they receive? Mrs. 
M.I., Kans. 

This far north some strains seem to bloom 
better than others that appear to be equally 
hardy. During a cool rainy season the 
: crape-myrtle may grow well yet show little 
u bloom for lack of sunlight and heat. Mulch 
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rT the plants heavily now with coarse litter. 
n Then in the spring, just when growth

“t is well started it can be helped with a 
. feeding of commercial fertilizer. The 
Md blooms should start forming on this new 
wood by mid-summer if they get plenty of 
5 heat and sunlight and a moderate amount 
of moisture. 
: Five years ago I planted multiflora 
15 roses around my garden. I trim them 
ce twice a year but they still have long 
a wild shoots like berry bushes. I can’t 
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get within three feet of them. Will these 
always be present? Mrs. W.F., Iowa. 

Multiflora roses are not for small areas. 
They make a thorny bushy hedge six to 
eight feet tall and almost as wide. It would 
require constant shearing to keep them in 
bounds in small areas. 

The lantana which I planted from 
seed last year did not bloom. What are 
their requirements? Mrs. F.H., Kans. 

Lantanas prefer poor soil. Rich soil pro- 
duces leaf growth and discourages flower 
formation. Plants should be set out after 
warm weather arrives and should have full 
sun if they are to bloom freely. 

My ten tree peonies grow more like 
the common peonies, big and bushy. 
What can be done to make them more 
like small trees? Mrs. N.R., Iowa. 

The word tree peony is a misnomer. 
Peony moutan, Chinese tree peony, grows 
into a bush three to four feet in height, 
not into a tree. Tree peonies do make a 
permanent woody growth above ground 
which should not be pruned. If your plants 
come up from buds below the soil surface 
each spring they have developed growth 
from buds below a graft and are no longer 
tree peonies. In such a case they were 
probably grafted onto roots that had the 
ability to develop buds on the root frag- 
ments such as Peony officinalis. In this 
case there is nothing to be done except re- 
place them. 

Several summers ago the power com- a ed 
pany dug a five foot trench near our eae = = pe ae 
mountain ash tree. In a few weeks the , owe ri 
leaves turned brown and it did not leaf e» 
out the following spring. Did the dig- 
ging kill the tree or was it the insulated 
copper wires underground that did it? 
A.C., Ill. 

If either of the two things killed your 
mountain ash tree it was the digging of 
the trench. The underground copper wires 
are harmless. 

A few weeks before I want to start 
watering my amaryllis (about the 10th 
of January) they start to grow. By the 
10th the bloom stalk is well on its way. 
By the time the bloom is ready to open 
there is very little foliage but the bloom 
stalk is two feet high. What do I do 
wrong? S.J.F., Iowa. 

Probably the amaryllis bulb is carried 
at too high a temperature. Placed over a 
radiator or near a source of heat the 
bloom stalk grows rapidly after the period 
of dormancy is broken. In a cool place, 
where the temperature seldom goes above 
65 degrees the bloom stalk will grow slowly

mine gardenia should be pruned moder- 


ately as soon as it is through blooming, 
the earlier in the summer the better. Cut- 
tings of firm half ripened new wood may 
be rooted in the cutting box if kept warm 
and humid. 

We have several mimosa trees that 
are four years old. The foliage is lovely 
but they never bloom. They were started 
from seeds and were pruned last year. 
What should be done? Mrs. C.McG., Mo. 

The hardy variety of mimosa, hardy 
silk tree, is a quick blooming tree. While 
it usually blooms early in life, it often does 
not reach blooming size until three or four 
years of age. If the seedlings are growing 
well and the seeds were obtained locally, 
not from Florida, the trees will bloom be- 
fore they are much older. They bloom at 
an earlier age in poor porous soil in a 
sheltered sunny location. Prune as little as 
possible and be patient. 

How do you get seeds from pines, 
spruce and larch to sprout? Is there a 
liquid they should be soaked in before 
planting? Mrs. R. O. J., Missouri. 

Seeds from evergreens are usually ex- 
tracted from the cones by spreading the 
cones out on wire screens. Exposure to the 
sun or heat opens the cones and stirring 
and shaking removes the seeds. The seed 
is usually stored in tight containers in a 
cool place until early spring. Then it is 
sown in a soil bed in rows much as lettuce 
or radishes are planted. No soaking or 
treatment of the seeds is required before 
sowing it. 

Two years ago I planted four Euony- 
mous japonica and three rotundifolia. 
They were trimmed back at the time 
they were planted but have not been 
trimmed since. When and how often can 
these be trimmed? Mrs. E.H.M., Tenn. 

Any euonymus can be pruned at almost 
any time of the year. They may even be 
kept sheared to retain certain size or shape. 
It is best, however, to prune in early spring 
when the new buds are pushing off old 
leaves. The rotundifolia is probably Ilex 
rotundifolia rather than euonymus. Early 
spring pruning, February or March, is best.

Put More SNAP In Your Garden 


SNAPDRAGONS have always been a 
favorite annual of American gar- 
deners. Even in the smallest garden 
there always seems to be room for a 
few snaps, so great is the desire to 
have some spike forms in the garden. 

Modern day gardeners, however, 
have tended to overlook the snap- 
dragon as one of the annuals that will 
produce mass color effects. Plant 
breeders would like to correct this 
oversight, for they think that great 


| strides have been taken through hy- 
| bridization to put more snap in the 
| snapdragon. 


F, (first generation) hybrid snap- 
dragons for the garden, once a dream, 


| are now a reality. Making their debut 
| in 1960, these garden beauties walked 


off with most of the top honors. The 
Rocket snapdragon series captured 
six individual All-America Awards 


| last year, the first time a group entry 
| had been so highly honored. And to 


make it a stellar year for snapdragons, 
‘Vanguard,’ an all double F, hybrid, 
also won top honors. 

One outstanding feature to note 
about these new snapdragons, par- 
ticularly with the Rockets, is that they 
will withstand the harsh summers of 
the continental United States. This 
is significant, for it greatly extends 
the areas where snapdragons can be 
recommended for dependable sum- 
mer bloom. 

A second feature, but as important, 
is the growing and blooming habit of 
these F, garden hybrids. The flower 
spikes are large and _ attractively 
tapered, and truly rival the green- 
house types. Plants are dense and 
compact and the flower stems are 
strong and seldom require staking. So 
vigorous are these hybrids that one 
plant produces ten or more spikes. 

It took ten years to bring the 
Rocket snapdragons to the point of 
introduction. Thousands of self polli- 
nations and selections were made to 
isolate the two inbred parent lines 
having the most desirable combina- 
tion of qualities. Ultimately, seed pro- 
duced from a cross of these two par- 
ents carries the embryo of a true F, 
hybrid garden snapdragon. 

This is just the beginning. Many

changes and additions to the garden 
snapdragon are yet to greet the 
gardener. Look soon for improve- 
ments in the semi-tall or majestic 
class and the dwarf or rock hybrid 
class. The semi-talls will be suitable 
for cut flowers and mass garden ef- 
fect. The dwarfs will be for bedding 


and mass effect only. 


How They Grow 


To know snapdragons is to grow 
them. It’s that simple. 

Developing sturdy growth and a 
deep root system during the cool 
spring months is the key to growing 
top quality snaps in the garden. If 
you purchase ready grown plants, 
buy them early and set them in the 
garden long before the normal frost 
free date. The young plants will seem 
to thrive on frost and cool weather, 
and will withstand temperatures of 
28 degrees and lower. 

When seeding, for best results sow 
seed early in February in a green- 
house or window where night temper- 
ature is 60 degrees. After the seeds 
have germinated, transplant seedlings 
to flats or pots when they are large 
enough to handle. Water carefully, 
place in full sun, but shade during 
sunny hours for the first few days. 
When the young plants have two 
pairs of true leaves, gradually move 
the plants to cooler places, first to 55 
degrees for a week or so, then down 
perhaps to 50 degrees. The daytime 
temperatures should not exceed 60 
degrees. You will be surprised at the 
stocky and sturdy growth. 

The plants do not stretch and 
grow tall as they would with high 
temperatures or lower lighting. When 
the plants have three pairs of fully 
developed leaves, they can be moved 
outside to a cold frame. 

As soon as the nights get no colder 
than 28 degrees the plants can be set 
out in the garden. First pinch out the 
top pair of leaves to induce branching. 

Plants handled this way will pro- 
duce top quality plants and flower 
spikes in July. After the first full 
bloom, cut the plants back to six or 
eight inches, and a second burst of 
bloom will appear again in the fall.

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If You Named 


WouLp you GIVE a whimsical name 
to a bloom which tickled your nose? 
Could you call a flower starry-eyed, 
pensive or gay? The origin of some of 
our most common flower names 
sprang from such quaint and poetic 
observations. Along with ancient 
myths, word derivations and odd 
translations, the history of the naming 
of the flowers is spiced with humor 
and imagination. 

The dainty little alyssum, with its 
slender, silvery leaves and tiny flowers, 
had its origin from the Greeks. The 
plant was once regarded as a cure for 
madness! Two Greek words, meaning 
“not” and “mad” were combined to 
become “alysson.” Later, a spelling 
error gave the present word—alyssum. 

The lacy pink, white and purple 
aster was so named because to the 
ancients the fringy blossoms looked 
like little stars. “Aster” is a pure Latin 
word meaning star. 

The common dandelion got its name 
from the French. Because of the re- 
semblance of the dandelion’s sharp 
leaf to a lion’s tooth—a French poet 
named the plant — “dent de lion,” 
meaning the tooth of the lion. 

The ancient Romans christened the 
stately gladiolus. The brilliant spikes 
of its flowers and sharp pointed leaves 
were supposed to resemble the “glad- 
ius” or sword, which the gladiators 
carried in the arena. 

The fragrant heliotrope was named 
by the Greeks, who noticed that the 
flower seemed to turn to follow the 
sun. From “helios” (sun) and “tropos” 
(turning toward) they fashioned the 
word “heliotropion.” In time it was 
shortened to its present spelling. 

The sweet-scented lilac was named 
for its color by the Persians who named 
it “nilak” meaning bluish. In Arabic 


the Flowers

it was called “laylak” and later when 
the Spaniards brought the plant to 
England it was again changed, to lilac. 


The bright nasturtium was given a 
humorous nickname because of its 
pungent odor! The Romans referred 
to the flower as a “nose twister.” Two 
Latin words, “nasus”’ (nose) and 
“torque” (twist) eventually evolved 
into the word nasturtium. 


The soft, delicate pansy was simply 
named for its thoughtful little face. 
The French name for thought is “pen- 


see” which easily turned into our 
English word pansy. 


The colorful petunia is a native to 
tropical America. Early botanists saw 
a resemblance in this small leafy plant 
to tobacco. To give the gay little plant 
a name, they took the South American 
Indian word “petun” meaning to- 
bacco, and added a Latin sounding 
“ja” on the end. 


A Greek myth is responsible for 
naming the striking early summer 
peony. This heavy-scented plant was 
once widely used in medicine, and so 
named for “Paion,” physician to the 
gods in Greek mythology. 


The showy, velvety tulip got its de- 
scriptive name from the Turks. The 
flower looked like a turban. The Turk- 
ish name for turban was “tulben.” 
After a bit of corruption through 
French and Dutch the word came to 
English as tulip—the inverted turban! 


The names of many of our other 
familiar flowers have had such strange 
beginnings and colorful histories. In- 
teresting, though not as picturesque, 
are others whose names were given in 
honor of botanists who discovered or 
introduced them. Among those are 
begonia, dahlia, magnolia, poinsettia, 
wisteria and zinnia. #

Although we have marked some plants as tolerating high heat, the same 
ones will not necessarily tolerate drouth too, so if you have both of these conditions, 


then choose from the plants that are checked twice in the first column. 


One cultural point that may be made about annuals in general is that 


they should be kept from seed forming if they are to stay long in bloom. 


Another pointer, for many that should be started indoors, is the gain in 
planting them in peat pots to reduce transplanting shock. 
This is especially true of those known to resent transplanting. 
Of the kinds called “difficult” on the regional chart (next page) 


it should be mentioned that breeders are making some formerly difficult 


flowers much easier for the gardener than they used to be. 
This is true (for two examples) of China asters and snapdragons.

The Fascinating Story of

this year! Sown in the spring in most areas, these easily 
grown newcomers will highlight flower borders from 
early summer until late fall. 


All-America Winners 


Heading the attractions are three All-America win- 
ners for 1961—‘Gloriosa Double’ daisy and ‘Rosie 
O’Day’ sweet alyssum, both silver medal varieties, and 
‘Coral Satin’ F, hybrid petunia, a bronze medal winner. 

‘Gloriosa Double’ daisy, with big, golden yellow double 
blooms, some showing dark velvety centers, is a hardy 
perennial but usually grown as an annual. The weather- 
tough plants sail through heat and drouth with their 
sunny, ball-shaped blossoms, then often endure zero 
winters (with a little protection) to give an even more 
lavish display the second summer. 

‘Coral Satin’ is an ideal bedding or border petunia. 
Rich coral-rose blooms almost hide the foliage; the com- 
pact plants stay dwarf and strong all summer long to 
stand downpours and wind. 

The perfect edger is ‘Rosie O’Day’ sweet alyssum. 
The three- to four-inch tall plants spread to make a rose- 
pink carpet ten inches across. The color is decidedly pink 
even during midsummer heat. 

Prospective winners of All-America Selections are tested 
in 25 trial grounds in America and Southern Canada. 
Seeds of the All-America Selections are grown by the 
original grower for the first three years after the variety 
is introduced. However, these seeds are made available 
to all seedsmen. The outstanding winners of previous 
years make it more and more difficult to select new ones 
that are sufficiently better to be called All-America 
Selections. Perhaps this is one reason that there are no 
vegetable winners for 1961. 

The All-America winners only start the parade of 
showy newcomers. Zinnias, favorites around the world, 
are more beautiful and practical than ever with the in- 
troduction of ‘Burpeeana Giant Mixed.’ Tailor-bred 
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to landscape the modern one-story ranch style homes, 
these zinnias combine huge graceful flowers with a com- 
pact plant habit that never gets coarse and rangy. An- 
other fine new zinnia is ‘State Fair,’ a sturdy tetraploid 
mixture in all colors from cream through yellow, orange, 
pink, rose and scarlet to violet. 

Two new big-flowered marigolds are ‘Alaska,’ the 
largest flowered of the near-to-white varieties; and 
‘Hawaii,’ a gay orange with odorless foliage but slightly 
sweet scented flowers. 


Cradle of New Varieties 


The list includes possibly a hundred more beauties. 
How were these new varieties developed? They didn’t 
just happen. Let’s have a brief look to see how they 
were created, and how seeds were produced for 
gardeners around the world. Coastal valleys in southern 
California, near Salinas, Guadalupe, Santa Maria, Santa 
Paula, and especially Lompoc, are the cradle of a high 
percentage of flower novelties. The Lompoc valley is a 
bright carpet of color from May until September, not 
only with experimental trials, but more especially with 
huge production fields. Growing conditions are the very 
best for the growth of flowers, and for development of 
plump seeds packed with vitality. 

All prospective new varieties, however, must first pass 
the test of several seasons of satisfactory performance in 
the East, South and Midwest, to make sure that they are 
adapted to widely different growing conditions. Many 
an honor variety in California flunks in the East, and the 
plant breeder has to start all over again putting together 
new combinations of characteristics in his outdoor flower 
workshop. What are his aims and how does he accom- 
plish them? 


Aims and Methods 


One of the flower breeding goals is heat resistance in 
cool weather flowers—so that, for instance, sweet peas, 
snapdragons and larkspurs will grow better in the hot 
East, Midwest and Southwest. Other goals are disease 
resistance; more fragrance; better plant form, flower 
size and shape; improved general vigor; and new and 
more appealing colors. 

The plant breeder uses brains and brawn plus a gen- 
erous amount of money, time and patience to create 
floral prima donnas which perform like old troupers in 
your garden. 

The original way to find something new was to look 
for natural changes or sports in the huge acreages being 
raised for seed. Since such sports may occur only a few 
times in a million plants, and then likely are undesirable, 
plant breeders also seek other methods to speed up nature. 


Crossing and Reselection 


Cross pollinating two different plants of the same 
variety, each with some especially desirable characteris- 
tics, is often the beginning of a slow, expensive, but sure 
route to a new beauty. Each year for at least ten to 15 
years, the most desirable plants from the children of the 
original cross, combining all the good features (about 
five per cent of the total), are reselected and the colors 
purified, until the finished new variety is ready for its 
debut. ‘Burpeeana Giant’ zinnia and ‘Rosie O’Day’ 
alyssum followed this path to introduction.

F, Hybrids 


One of the newest and most important methods of 
creating floral beauties is the production of outstanding 
first generation (F,) hybrids. These are the result of 
carefully controlled crossing, often by hand, of two 
distinct parent lines. The same crosses must be made 
year after year to produce hybrid seed for gardeners. 
The benefits of hybrid vigor and uniformity, well recog- 
nized in garden vegetables since the advent of hybrid 
sweet corn over 30 years ago, first reached annual flower 
lovers with the introduction of red and gold hybrid 
marigolds in 1939. 

Hybrid petunias started to be offered a little over ten 
years ago, followed by the giant Climax hybrid mari- 
golds in 1959, and hybrid garden snapdragons, the 
Supremes and Rockets, in 1960, as well as “Trail Blazer’ 
zinnia. 

The hybrids, combining the best characteristics in 
each parent, are unusually uniform, vigorous, frequently 
disease resistant, and covered all season long with per- 
fect flowers. A little expensive to buy because of all the 
work to make them? Yes, but hybrids, like the new 
‘Coral Satin’ F, hybrid petunia, are so outstanding that 
the cost of the seed is a mere trifle compared to the eye- 
catching beauty they bring to your garden and home. 

Plant breeders also have a valuable tool in the drug 
colchicine. Long used as a remedy for gout, this drug, 
when applied to the growing points of seedlings, is some- 
times effective in doubling the number of chromosomes, 
or carriers of hereditary characteristics, in plants. This 
doubling may bring desirable changes such as stronger 
stems, darker green foliage, and larger flowers, sometimes 
with attractive ruffling. Tetraploid, the full name for 
plants with a doubled chromosome number, is often 
shortened to “tetra” by seed companies. Tetra marigolds 
led the way in 1940, and were followed by tetra ruffled 
snapdragons in 1946. 

‘State Fair’ zinnias are sturdier, more compact, yet 
larger flowered and more glamorous than the dahlia 
flowered zinnias from which they were developed through 
colchicine treatment. 

The ‘Gloriosa Double’ daisy is the best example of a 
common wild flower, the black-eyed susan, turned into 
a garden cinderella primarily through the use of 
colchicine. 4 
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by test 
gardeners. Hybrid tea, brilliant red with intensify- 
ing color as flower slowly unfolds. Petals are velvety, 
shimmering in sunlight.

Ir COULD BE that there is a reason 
why the value of impatiens for easy, 
continuous color in the shade is fre- 
quently disregarded or overlooked. It 
may be from the confusion that has 
resulted from the various names at- 
tached to these tender annuals and 
perennials. They are called busy lizzie, 
patient lucy, sultan’s balsam, sultana 
and glow-in-shadow. The beloved, 
old-fashioned garden balsam, Impa- 
tiens balsamina, is quite different in 
character and in requirements, but 
belongs to the same family and some- 
times gets involved in the general 
mix-up.

Impatiens ask nothing more than a 
reasonably fertile, humusy soil and 
plenty of moisture. They will bring a 
cheery look to dreary corners and 
under trees. The uses. for dwarf im- 
patiens are limited only by the amount 
of shade your garden offers. They can 
be glowing edgings for path or bor- 
der. They are pixie-cute, spraying

color around gray rocks; beaming at | 


the bases of evergreens; loveliest of all 
with ferns; perfection in window 
boxes and doorstep planters. In fact, 
it is difficult to think of any shady 
nook that is not made lovelier with 
impatiens! 

The dwarf impatiens do not exceed 
eight inches in height. They have a 
flat, spreading growth, each plant 
covering a foot or more of space. Each 
is a lovely bouquet of bright scarlet 
(‘Scarlet Baby’), brilliant orange- 
scarlet (‘Beauty of Klettgart’) or 
luminous salmon-rose (‘Pinkie’). A 
dark-foliaged dwarf that is stunningly 
contrasted by clear, sparkling orange 
flowers is ‘Orange Baby.’ 

If taller color is needed for shady 
areas, then J. Sultani and I. Holstii 
varieties are excellent. These are per- 
fect for bedding use with their at- 
tractive olive-green foliage, and thick, 
succulent stalks. They are topped with 
bright, two-inch flowers that are 
gracefully spurred and may be scarlet, 
rose, pink or white in color. Impatiens 
Roylei is exquisite with jewel-toned 
flowers of lavender-purple. It truly 
deserves the name _ glow-in-shadow 
for its flowers have a radiance that is 
indescribably lovely in deep shade. 

Impatiens are easy to grow from 
seeds. Sow on finely sifted soil, or on 
any of the starting mediums you may

OF IREOULAND 


AN INTERESTING ANNUAL, Cultivated in England since the early 17th century, 
has made a smashing comeback under the name bells of Ireland. It is also 
known as the shell flower and Molucca balm. The plant belongs to the mint 
family. Its botanical name, Molucella laevis, originated in the belief that the 
plant had first been grown in the Spice, or Molukka, Islands. Later it was 
found to be a Mediterranean native. 

The derivation of the present popular name is obvious. The flower stalk 
has the appearance of a spike of blue-green to chartreuse bells. These bells 
are actually bracts. The true flowers grow out of the heart of these. Like the 
poinsettia or dogwood, but unlike most other plants, the bracts are the domi- 
nating feature. The flowers themselves are like tiny, two-lipped clappers, 
white tinged with pink. 

Bells of Ireland is an annual that grows from 18 to 36 inches tall. The 
sharply toothed leaves are mint-like in size and shape. The flowers and leaves 
dry up and fall, leaving only the spires of bell-shaped bracts. These are appeal- 
ing to flower arrangers because they curve naturally into unusual and artistic 
lines for inclusion in winter floral arrangements. 

Culture: This half-hardy annual is very easy to grow. Plant the seeds in 
open ground in the spring. A sandy, well-drained soil is the best. They need 
a sunny location, a reasonable food supply and an occasional watering. Other- 
wise, little care is needed. The plant flourishes late into the autumn and is 
quite frost-resistant. There are many spots on the Pacific coast where they 
grow throughout the winter. 

How to dry bells of Ireland: Cut the flower spikes when they are in their 
prime. Remove the leaves. Tie the spikes in clusters and hang them upside 
down in a cool, airy place until they are cured. They will retain much of their 
original fragrance. When they are dry, the bells will be a soft, silvery beige color.

prefer—such as vermiculite or horti- 
cultural milled sphagnum. Press the 
seeds into the medium but do not 
5 cover them. Keep the seeds moist at 
all times and in warmth (70 to 75 
degrees). They require ten to 15 days 
to germinate and their progress is 
rapid. In a short time they can be put 
into individual peat pots or into flats 
of loose, humusy soil to be grown on 
inside until frost danger is past. April- 
sown seeds will give plants in bud and 
1 bloom to set out by the first of June, 
although they will be unbranched. 

; Impatiens are excellent pot plants. 

; If there is any question of tree-root 

interference in their prospective grow- 

ing place, grow them in large pots. 
“| The dwarf varieties are particularly 
useful this way, each in a five-inch 
pot sunk to its rim wherever color is 
needed. Any area that is not troubled 
by tree or shrub roots can be used for 
direct, in-the-ground planting of all 
impatiens. A mulch will maintain 
moisture for them. They need no 
special care to go right on with their 
non-stop blossoming from the time 
they’re put out until frost. Applica- 
tion of a mild dilution of a balanced 
fertilizer at three-week intervals keeps 
them at peak performance. Three- or 
four-inch tip cuttings root quickly 
when placed in water, or in a moist 
medium such as vermiculite or peat 
moss and sand. It is possible, then, 
to keep impatiens from one season to 
another by taking tip cuttings in the 
fall and wintering them indoors. Or, 
they may be grown anew from seeds 
planted each year. 

The value of these annuals for con- 
tinuous, appealing color in places 
where most annuals give up sells them 
at once. If you are facing an old or 
a new shade problem, stop struggling 
—let impatiens do the work! ¢

Winter Meitig

JUNIPER, OSAGE ORANGES, SNOWBERRIES and a round pine board drifted in 
make-believe snow create this winter wonderland for indoor enjoyment. Styro- 
foam, a five-inch needlepoint holder, clay, a dozen nails (de-headed and shar p- 
ened), and a few metal knitting needles cut into shorter length, were needed 
to fasten them together and make an interesting design. 

The needlepoint holder was securely fastened to the board. An inch-thick 
slab of styrofoam was securely pressed down on the needles. The juniper chosen 
for the line of the arrangement was firmly pressed into place. Other shorter 
branches were placed to the left and a bushier branch to the right front. The 
oranges were fastened to the styrofoam with the nails. A group of oranges was 
massed to the left, and to give depth, another group was placed to the right 
and back of the evergreen. Those highest up were impaled on the knitting 
needles. An irregular row of the snowberries followed the line of the depression 
between the two front oranges and fell into a mass at the base. The finished 
arrangement was unified by spraying with artificial snow. 4 
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You NO LONGER need pass up beau- 
tiful flowers just because their fine 
seeds are difficult to grow .. . you 
may beautify your home with any 
flower you wish. 

Seedlings from fine seeds of such 
flowers as Oriental poppies, cinerarias, 
double portulaca, double and large- 
flowering petunias, lobelias, campa- 
nulas, heucheras, mesembryanthe- 
mum, nicotianas, sedums, kalanchoes, 
veronicas, and torenias are, indeed, 
difficult to grow, unless special care 
is given at planting time. If the neces- 
sary steps for good germination are 
followed carefully, there is no reason 
why anyone cannot grow plenty of 
good, healthy plants of the above- 
mentioned flowers. The only expense, 
in most cases, will be just the seed, 
and perhaps, a few squares of glass. 


Materials Needed 


Good seeds are the most important 
item in such an undertaking. Buy only 
from a reputable concern that guaran- 
tees its seeds to be alive, and true 
to color and variety. 

Seed flats are of second importance. 
For best results, plant only one variety 
of seed in each flat. Make your own 
inexpensive flats from orange crates, 
or scrap lumber. Each should be 12 
inches long, eight inches wide, and 
four inches deep. Drill numerous 
small holes in the bottoms of all flats 
so that sufficient water may be drawn 
up into the soil by means of capillary 
action. (This is the only way to water 
fine seeds so that they will not be 
washed away.) These holes will also 
provide air for the tiny roots after 
the seeds have sprouted. 

Plates of glass, large enough to 
completely cover each flat, are needed. 
Also, have plenty of such materials 
on hand as pieces of broken flower 
pots, coarse gravel, and charcoal. 
These items should be placed directly 
in the bottom of each flat to assist 
drainage. 

Tags for identifying each flat should 
be ready. These may be made on 
a bench saw, or simply cut out of 
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Succeeding with Tiny Seeds 


thin orange crate wood with heavy 
shears. Mark each with indelible pen- 
cil and tack to the outside of each 
flat, or stick directly into the soil. 


Planting Medium 


Any reasonably rich garden soil 
will do here. To prevent it from pack- 
ing hard in the flats, mix it in equal 
parts with soil from the woods, or 
with peat moss. If your soil is ex- 
tremely heavy, add one handful of 
coarse sand per flat. Sift through a 
three-eighths inch wire mesh, then toss 
with your hands to insure a good 
mixture. Put drainage material into 
each flat, then fill it half way with 
this soil mixture. Firm the soil down 
well with your hand or a block of 
wood. 

After all flats have been filled and 
firmed, take what soil is left, and sift 
it through a fine sieve such as one 
used in the kitchen to strain juices. 
Place an inch of this sifted dirt into 
each flat on top of the coarser earth. 
Do not mix the two layers together. 
Firm the fine mixture gently, just 
enough to eliminate air pockets. 

It is not always necessary to steri- 
lize the soil before planting fine seeds, 
but it is a very sound practice. If the 
soil is not sterilized, one runs the risk 
of losing the young seedlings to insects 
and to a fungus disease known as 
“damp off.” Both are completely elim- 
inated through the process of sterili- 
zation. 

To sterilize the flats, pour a quart 
or more of boiling water slowly 
through the soil in each. Or, the soil 
mixture may be pressure-cooked at 
the highest degree possible for one 
hour before placing in the flats. In 
either instance, allow the sterilized 
soil to rest 24 hours, then plant. 

If you would rather not sterilize 
the soil, place the flats in an inch of 
water until the soil has soaked up 
enough moisture to make the planting 
area sufficiently damp. Remove flats 
from the water, and allow to set 24 
hours. The following day, make tiny 
furrows in each flat with a large

match stick, and plant all seeds thinly. 


Planting Procedure 


Before planting, make certain there 
is at least one inch of space between 
the top soil and plate of glass. This 
will allow room enough for the 
growing plants, and provide sufficient 
air to maintain a constant tempera- 
ture necessary in producing strong 
plants. 

When planting, make shallow rows 
an inch apart with a pointed stick 
or pencil. Sprinkle seeds carefully 
and thinly into each furrow. The 
larger seeds may be covered with a 
very thin layer of soil, but the finer 
seeds of double petunias, gloxinias, 
and begonias should merely be 
pressed into the soil with your finger. 
It might help to wrap a strip of paper 
around your finger first so that the 
fine seeds will not cling to your 
moist skin. 

When the planting is completed, 
tag each flat if you haven’t already 
done so, giving such valuable infor- 
mation as date planted, estimated 
germination time, and when and how 
to transplant. Cover each flat with its 
plate of clear glass, and place it in a 
warm, dark room until sprouting 
begins. The temperature may hover 
around 65 or 70. A temperature of 55 
is safe enough, but the germination 
period will be prolonged. 

Care should be taken to maintain 
a constant temperature before and 
after the seeds have sprouted. A dras- 
tic change in degree, chilling, or dry- 
ness can be disastrous to the seedlings. 

When sprouting begins, uncover the 
flats a little while each day in a 
warm, well-lighted room, until the 
seedlings become accustomed to the 
open air and full light. Later, they 
may be left uncovered so as to harden 
to changing temperatures. 

When watering is necessary, sub- 
merge the flats into an inch of water 
warmed to about seventy degrees. 
Allow them to remain until the top 
soil is good and moist.

Transplanting 


Seedlings must be _ transplanted 
when they become two inches high. 
Too many plants growing close to- 
gether become tall and thin, and soon 
topple over. Replant to stand one inch 
apart. When transplanting, take up 
each plant carefully, using the tip of 
a broad knife. Soil should be left 
clinging to each plant’s roots so that 
the root system will not be damaged. 

The same flat in which the seeds 
have sprouted may be used for re- 
planting. Merely remove all plants, 
and set them aside. Loosen the dirt 
in each flat with the knife, mixing 
together both layers of earth. Reset 
the plants an inch apart, pressing the 
soil firmly around each. Remove the 
plants to a semi-dark room for two 
days until they “catch on,” then 
gradually bring them back to the full 
light. After one week, they may be 
set upon the window sill in the direct 
sunlight for good growth. 


Outdoor Planting 


As the weather becomes milder, 
around the end of April, place flats 
outdoors. The plants will grow more 
compact, stronger, and darker in 
color. They also will harden to the 
wind and sun. 

By the middle or end of May they 
will be sufficiently treated to outside 
conditions. Now you can transplant 
without danger of loss. Put rich dirt 
into the window boxes, or work the 
soil well in the flower beds before 
moving the plants. Choose a cloudy 
day for this work to lessen the wilting 
of the plants. Lift each plant out of 
the flat with the knife as before, 
taking with it a ball of earth. Set into 
flower box or bed one-half inch 
deeper than it was in the flat. Water 
well after transplanting. Should the 
following day be hot, provide shade 
until the plants have “caught on.” 
Water once a week if weather is dry. 
In a few weeks, the plants will begin 
to bud, and soon you will have a 
multitude of blooms. 

So there you have it. With this 
special care, anyone can have success 
with tiny seeds. Since most flowers 
from such seeds are extremely beauti- 
ful, they are well worth the time and 
effort it takes to grow them. Try your

Sift the soil to be used for the bottom layer in each flat through a large screen 
mesh. Allow all small pebbles to remain. 





2. The inch of soil in which the tiny seeds are planted must be sifted through a fine 
kitchen sieve like the one shown. Sift right into the flat to save time and dirt. 













































3. Pour several quarts of boiling water slowly over all soil in each flat to sterilize it. 
This is the simplest method of sterilization, and is very effective. Do this work outdoors 
so that water may run off freely. Plant in 24 hours. 


4. When transplanting for the first time, take up each small plant with a clump of 
soil around its base. Transplant into same flats in which they have sprouted. Water 
by placing the entire flat into an inch of water for several hours, or until all soil 
is good and moist.

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First-Year Blooming Perennials 





BY Rusy WINSTON 


® ONE OF THE most exciting adventures in gardening is the growing of 
perennials from seeds. Of course it is not practical to grow all of them in this 
way. For example, many hybrids must be propagated vegetatively so that 
they will come true to variety. I began growing perennials from seeds to 

fill in the bare spots in my newly planted borders. At first I was interested 
in only the hardiest varieties . . . those plants that could survive year after 
year along with irises, peonies, daylilies and chrysanthemums. More recently 
I have tried to enhance these borders with some shorter lived perennials such 
as forget-me-nots and iceland poppies. 

Growing certain perennials from seeds had, however, one serious drawback 
for me. The first summer after sowing was a long, long season, for first-year 
seedlings demand premium nursery space as they grow. Setting them directly 
in the garden did not work well, either, for the ultimate size and color is often 
uncertain. Besides, and most important of all, they produced little or no 
bloom until the second summer. 

One day I was delighted to discover that certain perennials bloom the first 
summer from seeds. There are two requisites: select the proper perennials 
and start them early. 

I start my perennials in January and February. Pots or seed flats are 
filled with soil, topped with a half inch of loose vermiculite or horticultural 
milled sphagnum. A smaller clay pot is placed in the center of the container. 
Subirrigating the soil through this pot is a beneficial way to water seeds and 
seedlings. The vermiculite or milled sphagnum helps prevent damping off of 
seedlings, and the soil beneath eliminates the need for fertilizing them at an 
early stage. 

The seeded containers are placed in a sunny window, covered with glass 
or polyethylene plastic, and darkened with newspaper. The minute the seeds 
begin to germinate the newspaper is removed. The germinated seedlings, 
when large enough to handle, are transplanted into larger containers. It is 
a good idea to start only one or two seed packets each week. This helps to 
prevent having a crowded window sill. Plants may be brought out to a cold frame 
at intervals, thus giving more window space for other plantings. 

A cold frame is almost a necessity when many seedlings are involved. 
Even during early March, when the weather can be severely cold and uncertain, 
I have found that a glass- or polyethylene-covered cold frame can be used. 

Before using, however, cover it for several days with old blankets or rugs 
to raise the temperature inside making sure that the cover fits tightly over 
the frame itself. During the warmest part of sunny days, remove the coverings. 
When the seed flats are inside, plan to use the blankets or rugs every evening 
that the temperature falls below 45 degrees. Uncover every morning so that 
the sun may penetrate and warm the frame. Ventilate, also, when the weather 
is sunny. A 40-watt bulb placed inside the frame, and turned on at sundown, 
is another easy way to provide heat. A thermostatically controlled soil heating 
cable is a boon to young seedlings. 

To me, the greatest adventure is in discovering perennials that will 
bloom the first year from seeds. Among my own plantings, Anthemis kelwayi 
is a favorite. It does have too much foliage, but its daisy-like flowers are

Decorative ipomea vines, available now for the 
first time, are sweet potatoes, chosen to be culti- 
vated for their foliage beauty. They are the same 
as the sweet potato (Ipomoea batatas) that is 
grown commercially and often cultivated in window 
gardens as a beautiful and easily grown hanging 
basket plant. Because they retain their foliage for 
a longer time, these new ipomea (i-po-ME-uh) 
selections are considered better for indoor gardens 
than common sweet potatoes. Three years ago at 
the University of California, Dr. G. C. Hanna, Pro- 
fessor in the Department of Vegetable Crops, ob- 
served that seedling sweet potatoes showed excit- 
ing foliage variation. J. lan Stewart, working with 
Dr. Hanna at the time, saw the potential of some of 
these as showy house plants. Six different ones 
were chosen by Stewart and plans were laid to 
make them available to the public. Last fall they 
were offered as Numbers 1, 2, 3, 4, 5and 6, but 
they have now been given the names published 
herewith.

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what you need 
to Know 
to grow 
ornamental sweet 





potatoes 


Tubers vary in size, but stay in a 
range of from three to eight inches in 
length. Unless you can buy them 
locally (probably only readers in cer- 
tain West Coast communities), size 
and shape of planting container will 
be determined by the tuber you re- 
ceive in the mail. Allow room for 
tuber expansion, root growth and 
moisture. Tubers may be planted 
upright or horizontally, depending 
on container. 

When you receive a tuber of the 
ipomea vine, if you can’t tell which 
end is up, usually it’s the larger, 
rounder part. If you can find no hint 
at all, plant horizontally, just snug- 
gling the tuber partially to entirely 
into barely moist medium (don’t 
cover more than a half inch). 

Any planting medium that will 
hold moisture may be used. Ver- 
miculite, sponge rock, or a mixture of 
equal parts sand, soil and peat moss 
are examples of good mediums. It is 
possible to grow these ornamental 
sweet potatoes the time-honored way: 
in clear water with lower half of tuber 
submerged. Change water weekly. 
Chips of charcoal in container help 
to keep the water fresh. 

After planting and placing in a 
warm, well-lighted place, growth be- 
comes active in from one to three 
weeks. At the outset, water the grow- 
ing medium thoroughly; not again 
until it becomes dry. Once plant is in 
active growth, water enough to keep 
moist at all times. Try to avoid 
swampy, wet condition, and dryness 
to the extent that the plant wilts. 

Full sunlight gives more compact 
growth, enhances brilliancy of foliage 
and stem coloring. As amount of 
light decreases, rank growth is in- 
creased, foliage is less richly colored. 
These grow beautifully under fluor- 
escent lights. Place plants 12 to 18 
inches from a unit of two or three 40- 
watt daylight tubes that burn 15 
hours of every 24.

An 
analysis of 23 nitrogen, 21 phosphorus, 
17 potash, or similar, is excellent. 

After about a year of growth the 
original tuber will have disappeared 
and have been replaced by one or 
more new ones. Cut off old top 
growth, divide tubers and replant. 

If your climate has a summer grow- 
ing season of 150 days or more, com- 
mon or ornamental sweet potatoes 
make outstanding ground cover 
plants. They need a light, moist, well- 
drained soil, in partial to full sun.¢ 


Checklist for 
JANUARY 


Order the scaly rhizomes of achimenes. 
This is one plant that is nearly perfect for 
use during the summer and early fall in 
window boxes, hanging baskets and urns. 
Provide humusy soil (equal parts sand, 
garden loam and leaf mold is excellent). 
Grow in location that is protected from 
hot, drying winds and afternoon sun 
(from noon until four P. M.). After growth 
is three or four inches tall, pinch out the 
growing tips to induce compactness. 

A sowing of sweet alyssum will grow 
quickly to blooming size—welcome flowers 
for late winter. 

Feed bougainvilleas with 0-14-14 or 
2-12-12, or fertilizer with similar ratio, 
this month. It will help flower production. 

Candytuft seeds sown in January and 
grown at 45 degrees nighttime temperature 
should be blooming in May.

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Late in the month or in February sow 
seeds of Christmas cherry and Christmas 
pepper. Grow at 50 degrees nighttime 
temperature. Put outdoors in the summer 
with pots sunken to their rims in soil. Turn 
the pots every few days so that roots 
won’t grow through drainage holes and 
become established in surrounding soil. 
Bring indoors when days begin to cool in 
the fall. Pinch cherries until midsummer 
to induce bushiness; don’t pinch peppers. 

Clarkia sown the middle of the month 
will bloom in May in the home greenhouse. 
Space 6 by 8 inches and grow at a temper- 
ature of 45 to 50 degrees at night. Provide 
wire and string supports. Provide fresh air, 
full sun, and keep a little on the dry side. 

Sow seeds of impatiens for bedding 
plants in May. Grow at 45 to 50 degrees 
nighttime; or, if you start them on your 
window sill, just keep them moist at all 
times as they are tolerant of warmer 
temperatures. 

Plant snapdragons. Grow at a temper- 
ature of 55 to 60 degrees at night and 
provide full sun. Transplant 2 by 2 inches 
when large enough to handle. Pinch out 
the growing tips when the plants are 2'/ 
inches tall. When danger of hard freezing 
is past, transplant seedlings outdoors. If 
you have a home greenhouse, grow some 
of the seedlings without pinching. They 
will come into bloom earlier to provide 
springtime bloom indoors. ¢

golden and lovely and they bloom 
all summer. 

Delphiniums, especially bellamosum 
and belladonna are first-year bloomers. 
They flower in mid-July the first year, 
but in later years, they bloom in June 
and August as they should. Nierem- 
bergias such as ‘Purple Robe’ are 
strictly annuals, but frutescens, with 
white cups, sometimes purplish, blooms 
all summer for me. If winter protected, 
it returns the next year. 

Flax, Linum perenne, I have had 
to bloom the first year. It creates a de- 
lightful ground cover of blue. Forget- 
me-not, Myosotis palustris, is a delight 
among tulips and pansies. It lasts so 
long as the days are reasonably cool 
and moist. 

Dianthus caryophyllus, the true car- 
nation, has been poor for me, but in a 
well-drained soil, rich in lime, and in 
full sun, it is lovely. Gaillardia is just 
the plant for a dull spot that needs 
lively yellow and orange accent. 

Some plants may not be hardy 
perennials, but they are useful. Sown 
in the early spring, they flower like 
annuals during the summer. They may 
then be potted for winter beauty in 
the house or greenhouse. The next 
spring, if in good condition, the plants 
may be set outside, or better yet, cut- 
tings made from them. Examples of 
tender perennials are  coleus, 
patiens, lantanas and begonias. 

The fun in growing perennials that

‘Tiny Tim’ Tomato 


By Rosert BRILMAYER 


Last JANUARY, when my wife and 
I were enjoying our annual seed cata- 
log binge, we liked what we read 
about “Tiny Tim,’ a small-fruited to- 
mato. Not the long, plum-shaped 
Italian tomato with which we were 
familiar, but perfectly round minia- 
ture tomatoes maturing “three-fourths 
to one inch in diameter, in clusters 

. earliest of all (45 days) .. . of 
fine flavor, and decorative when 
grown in window boxes, or potted.” 
So, when we started our regular crop 
of tomato seedlings, “Tiny Tim’ was 
planted too. 

This turned out to be a vigorous, 
perky little fellow, germinating with 
speed and profusion equal to his big 
brothers. The leaves were a darker 
blue-green, more tidily arranged on 
shorter leaf stems. In an incredibly 
short time, a select half-dozen seed- 
lings were ready for potting in three-, 
then four-inch pots—and, on our 
sunny window sill above the kitchen 
sink, clusters of flowers opened in 
abundance. 


We happened to have on hand an | 


aerosol bomb of the hormone spray 
recommended for producing “earlier, 
larger, meatier tomatoes’’—this in lieu 
of the insects which would fertilize the 
flowers if the plants were outdoors. 
And by golly!—by mid-March, every 
flower had made a green, pea-sized 
tomato. The crop became so heavy, 
the plants now had to be staked. 

In April, the children began to pick 
the ruby-ripe jewels from the lower 
branches, and pop them into their 
mouths for after-school refreshment. 
The flavor? I understand that it’s de- 
liciously sweet. I can’t give my per- 
sonal endorsement, because the kids 
consistently beat me to the harvest. 
But I can say that the ‘Tiny Tims’ are 
one of those fun crops that reward the 
seed buyer who keeps his eyes open 
for something different to try. 4 


Watering Hanging Basket

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A Hardy Persimmon 
Without Seeds 


By CLARICE Hickox 


Last year in a poll of Flower & Garden readers, 

“a hardy persimmon without seeds” was listed as one of 
the plants gardeners hoped science would provide. 

Miss Hickox, secretary of the Illinois Nut Growers 
Association, tells us it’s already here. 


Ir MAY COME as a surprise that a 
considerable number of hardy native 
American persimmon varieties have 
been found which are 99 per cent 
seedless. Unfortunately, when they 
were topwork-grafted for testing in 
other places, they usually developed 
seeds. 

The reason for this probably is that 
there seem to be two races of Ameri- 
can persimmons. The larger hairy- 
leaf northern race is believed to have 
a different chromosome number than 
the smaller smooth-leaf southern race. 
A southern fruiting tree may set seed- 
less fruits in northern areas where 
the pollinators are of the northern 
race, and vice versa. American per- 
simmon trees, Diospyros virginiana, 
are nearly always dioecious. That is, 
the tree is either staminate and pro- 
duces pollen or is pistillate and fruit- 
ing. The flowers are not perfect. 

The seedless fruits tend to be very 
small, but can be used in pudding and 
cooking without recourse to a collan- 
der. They are often gathered and 
frozen whole in a plastic bag. The 
skin of American persimmons is very 
thin and tender. 

Among the “seedless” persimmons 
which have been found are ‘Penland,’ 
‘Knowles’ (formerly known as 
‘Owen’), and ‘Festimoon’ which was 
first prize winner at the Mitchell, Ind., 
Persimmon Festival in 1956. The 
‘Penland’ proved to be seedy when 
tested at some locations. Tests on the 
‘Knowles’ show it so far seedless at 
several locations in Illinois and Indi- 
ana, but testing is still incomplete. 
There has not yet been enough time 
for fruiting reports on the Festimoon. 

The ‘Knowles’ is of interest because 
it is the largest American persimmon 
tree so far located. Its trunk circum- 


ference is over 13 feet and it is esti- 
mated to produce fully a ton of fruit 
on the southern Indiana farm where 
it grows. 

Recently another seedless persim- 
mon tree was located on a farm in 
central Illinois. A nursery grafted tree, 
it is believed to be of the southern race 
and would probably develop seeds if 
the right pollinators were present. 
However, it will be topwork-grafted 
for test at other locations. 

There is always the possibility that 
in some freak of nature, one of these 
seedless fruiting trees will have dou- 
bled its chromosomes and thus not 


This tall growing American persimmon 
ripens its fruit unusually early. It is 
now being tested in other areas. 
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make seeds in either North or South. 
Possibly this has already happened 
with ‘Knowles.’ There is also the possi- 
bility that an amateur or a professional 
experimenter can induce this to hap- 
pen. Dr. Herbert C. Barrett and Prof. 
J.C. McDaniel, both of the University 
of Illinois, are embarked on a persim- 
mon breeding program. (They would 
be pleased to hear of any seediess 
American persimmon trees of which 
Flower G Garden readers may know. ) 


Work on persimmons has not been 
limited to seedless fruits. Among the 
hardy American persimmons are such 
good flavored, early ripening, well 
tested varieties as ‘Early Golden’ 
(from Alton, Ill.) and its children, 
‘Killen’ and ‘Garretson.’ These ma- 
ture fruits up to Michigan and south- 
ern Wisconsin. Others are being tested, 
some for fine flavor, some for size, 
and some for early ripening. Frost is 
not necessary to persimmon ripening. 
The best ones seem not to require it 
at all to develop good flavor. 


Trials are also being made in the 
Midwest on some of the oriental per- 
simmons (Diospyros kaki). These are 
the large, thick skinned fruits sold in 
grocery stores and grown commer- 
cially in California and Texas. While 
the older kaki varieties are adapted 
mainly to the deep South, more hardy 
newer varieties (‘Sheng,’ ‘Peiping,’ 
and ‘Great Wall’) have been produc- 
ing annual crops around Harrisburg, 
Pa., and near Memphis, Tenn. At- 
tempts to grow them in the heart of 
the Midwest have not been too suc- 
cessful. They seem to take zero win- 
ters, but temperatures of 15 degrees 
below zero cause winter injury. ‘Sheng’ 
bore a crop in the fall of 1958 north 
of St. Louis, but succumbed in the 
severe 1958-1959 winter. These make 
beautiful small trees with shiny, waxy 
leaves which turn red in the fall. The 
fruits are usually seedless. 

Amateurs have not been just spec-

GertRUDE STEIN’s statement is cer- 
tainly true, if somewhat repetitious, but 
stop and think for a minute about some of 
the aspects of this rosy line. Everybody 
knows that when we plant rose seeds we 
get more roses, not petunias or palm trees. 
In fact, we can generalize and say that 
when we plant the seed of any particular 
plant, the seedlings will grow up to be the 
same sort of plant the parents were. But 
wait—is this precisely true? Isn’t the entire 
industry of plant breeding dependent on 
the premise that a “new look” can be 
achieved by a controlled breeding pro- 
gram? Let’s look at some of the back- 
ground of plant breeding and get an idea of 
just what inheritance in plants is all about.

is a term used to describe the tendency of 
offspring to resemble their parents, and, 
even though a child is hardly a carbon 
copy of either parent, none the less, there 
is a basic similarity between offspring and 
parents. Each individual retains certain 
characteristics that are just its own, but it 
also shows its relationships in its appear- 
ance. Variation is the word used to refer 
to individuality. 

Variation can be modified by some sort 
of a change in the protoplasm, either for- 
tuitous, in which case we speak of muta- 
tion, or as a result of combining the com- 
patible protoplasm of two different parents, 
a process known as hybridization, or an in- 
dividual may take on characteristics due to 
the effect of its immediate surroundings, 
and in this case we speak of environmental 
variation, It is most important to remem- 
ber that variation caused by altering the 
environment is not going to show up in the 
next generation. For instance, you may 
prune the top out of an oak tree and keep 
it as a bush for centuries, but the acorns 
of that plant will grow into normal oak 
trees. If, on the other hand, you pollinate 
the upright oak with pollen from one of 
the normally dwarf Rocky Mountain sorts, 
you stand a chance of finding a truly dwarf 
tree in the offspring. Or, if your tree is 
somewhat unstable as far as its protoplasm 
is concerned, it is conceivable that some 
branch might suddenly take on a dwarf 
characteristic due to mutation, and this 
could be perpetuated. In fact, this is

WHEREVER we live — east, west, 
north or south—there are wild flowers. 
Perhaps we should say native plants 
for at once we think of redbud trees 
in the timber, and maidenhair fern at 
the creek (neither classed as “flow- 
ers”), as well as meadow phlox (Phlox 
pilosa) on a roadside bank. 

Spring seems to come sooner if we 
are near these untamed beauties. But 
we may find it inconvenient to go to 
the woods each spring to find the first 
violets. We may not have a natural 
slope on which to plant windflowers 
(anemones). As children we called 
them mayflowers for they were in 
bloom near the wild strawberries we 
picked in late May. We may have a 
meadow but that’s for the cows and 
not for the meadow lily, L. canadense. 

The good news is that a beginning 
gardener can grow many of them 
under average garden conditions with- 
out extra attention. We aren’t exactly 
pampering them when we provide 
soft, humusy soil, and a mulch of par- 
tially decayed leaves in the fall. Such

things as yucca and purple coneflower 
(Echinacea purpurea) are quite con- 
tent in heavier soil. 

Where can you get them? Look 
through your nursery catalogs. It is 
better to order from a nursery than to 
reduce a native planting unless they 
are to be destroyed for some reason. 

What kinds to choose? That takes 
a little thought. Some of the wildings 
may not thrive in conditions too dif- 
ferent from their native surroundings. 
Others may grow so well that we wish 
them gone. Avoid planting such ram- 
pant growers as bouncing bet (Sapo- 
naria officinalis) and bracken fern. 

By choosing plants native to our 
own sections of the country, we know 
they will be accustomed to our cli- 
matic conditions, and we can place 
them in sun or shade as needed. We 
can also plant some from other areas 
that are willing to accept what we 
give them. 

Among the ones that behave per- 
fectly in my garden are the bluebells, 
Mertensia virginica. They announce 
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that spring is here by pushing purple- 
green leaves through the ground. In 
late April pink buds open into nod- 
ding blue bells. Occasionally the bells 
are pink, too. Then we think we have 
a truly pink-belled bluebell but I have 
yet to find one that remains pink. 
However, there is a lovely pure white 
form. Mertensia will grow in sun or 
partial shade. The foliage disappears 
in early summer. Mark its place so 
you do not dig into the tender root. 
Sweet william or timber phlox 
(Phlox divaricata) has white or 
lavender-blue flowers, delightfully fra- 
grant, that appear over a period of 
several weeks. It self-sows pleasingly 
in sun or partial shade and may greet 
you from unexpected places. 
Bloodroot, Sanguinaria canadensis, 
prefers to grow where it can bask in 
the spring sun and spend its vacation 
in partial shade. Although the white 
blossoms are fleeting, a clump in full 
bloom is a delight remembered long 
after the last petals have fallen. Dutch- 
man’s breeches (Dicentra cucullaria) 
is closely related to our bleeding heart. 
A cluster of small pink tubers makes 
up the underground part. The dainty 
elfin trousers, creamy pink in color, 
hang upside down above the fine-cut 
foliage. This woodland plant blooms 
early and then disappears. Put a “do 
not disturb” sign over it, too. 
Penstemons grow from coast to 
coast. They are varied, lovely, inter- 
esting, and sometimes temperamental. 
The beginning gardener may easily 
grow some that are adapted to his 
area. Penstemon digitalis and P. tu- 
baeflorus, each with tubular, white 
blossoms are dependable in my garden. 
Grow them in a sunny, airy spot. 
Camassia, a member of the lily fam- 
ily, is called wild hyacinth. Although 
not showy, it is so reliable that I 
heartily recommend it for a place in 
a perennial border. It doesn’t seem to 
increase or decrease—each spring the 
grassy leaves appear, and later the 
spikes of grayish blue blossoms. We 
haven’t many spike flowers for our 
borders. Here is one that does not 
need dusting, dividing, or any other 
attention. Garden books tell of good 
blue ones but all that I have ever had 
are pale blue. Perhaps soil has some- 
thing to do with the color. 
Solomon’s seal (polygonatum), an- 
other member of the lily family, has 
an arching stem hung with small,

greenish bells. The plants have creep- 
ing rootstocks and in moist shade some 
gardeners find them taking over too 
much space. False solomon’s seal has 
leaves somewhat like solomon’s seal 
but the blossoms have more value— 
white, plume-like clusters which bloom 
at the same time. The creeping root- 
stocks seem more hesitant about taking 
over space devoted to other plants. 

A clump of jack-in-the-pulpit 
(Arisaema triphyllum) will interest 
children. Each plant may have only 
one or two three-parted leaves. Per- 
haps the shape of the “flower” will 
remind you that this plant is related 
to the calla-lily. By lifting the greenish 
brown-mottled pulpit one can look 
down to see the spadix which is Jack. 
The true flowers are on the spadix. 
If you fail to watch the plant during 
summer, you may not notice that the 
foliage dies away. Later you may be 
surprised to see that nothing remains 
except a cluster of scarlet berries. If 
the turnip-shaped tubers have moist, 
shaded conditions, the foliage does 
not ripen as soon as in drier locations. 

Tradescantia, or spiderwort, is 
found in moist places along the road- 
side but grows well in any perennial 
border. We think of it as a plant with 
blue flowers but there are also kinds 
with white, pink or rose flowers. A 
native to the South which apparently 
requires more moisture is Iris fulva. 
Its odd coppery red color is different 
from the usual iris colors. 


The lupine-like spikes, rich blue, of 
wild indigo (Baptisia australis), ap- 
pear in May. Because the plants are 
uniform in height, they may be used 
as a summer hedge. 

Asclepias tuberosa, the butterfly- 
weed, blooms later. Its orange flowers 
against a green shrub background 
make a picture that is delightful for 
weeks. Mine are all brilliant orange. 
Plants with sulfur-yellow flowers (per- 
haps the variety sulfurea) have been 
seen in Texas. Does anyone know 
where seeds could be obtained of this 
unusual color? Mark the asclepias well 
for it is a late riser in spring, and 
many a plant of it has been destroyed 
by a witless hoe. 

Birdsfoot violet (Viola pedata), 
hepaticas and trilliums are within the 
reach of the beginning gardener even 
though they are somewhat more de- 
manding. The birdsfoot violets have 
finely-cut leaves resembling a bird’s 
foot. They ask for a sunny bank. Fre- 
quent division seems necessary. Hepa- 
ticas require semi-shade, moisture, and 
lots of leafy soil. They send up fuzzy 
stems early topped by white, pale blue, 
pink, or purplish blossoms. 

Trilliums are woodland plants of 
semi-shaded moist, humusy soil. Some 
are easy anywhere in the border. Two 
of the loveliest demand shade and 
soft, moist soil—T. grandiflorum and 
T. nivale. The latter, the snow trilli- 
um, is dwarf. It blooms so early, April 
snows often cover the bold flowers. #

came to be. For no good reason at all, a 
branch on a red delicious apple tree started 
to bear yellow apples, and all of the golden 
delicious apple trees growing today have 
been propagated vegetatively from that 
parent stock. 

The first carefully recorded work on in- 
heritance was done through the middle 
decades of the nineteenth century by an 
Austrian monk named Gregor Mendel. 
Mendel was not a student of plant cells or 
of plant breeding, but he was remarkably 
observant, and he took time to record and 
think about the results of his observations. 
As a result, Mendel, raising peas in the 
monastery garden, was able to establish 
the first laws of genetics, and thus founded 
that immensely intricate science. 

Mendel taught himself to watch just one 
characteristic of his pea plants at a time. 
He followed blossom color, or seed coat 
texture, or branching habit, or height, or 
any of a dozen other features. But he never 
forgot to follow them one at a time. 

One of Mendel’s early experiments was 
to cross pure line tall peas with pure line 
dwarf peas. When he planted the seeds re- 
sulting from this parental cross all of the 
first filial generation were tall, exactly re- 
sembling the tall parent. He self pollinated 
these plants and the second filial generation 


produced three-quarters tall plants and 
one-quarter dwarf plants. And when these 
were allowed to self pollinate, the dwarf 


plants produced only dwarf offspring, while 
the tall plants produced both tall and 
dwarf offspring. Let us look at Mendel’s 
conclusions from these data: 

Observing that pure line tall peas crossed 
with pure line dwarf peas produced all tall 
progeny, and that these, when self polli- 
nated, produced both tall and dwarf off- 
spring, Mendel concluded that there were 
factors (we now call them genes) within 
the plant that control the inheritance of 
characteristics, and, since he was able to 
recover both tall and dwarf offspring from 
the all tall first filial generation, he rea- 
soned that these factors occur in pairs. And 
so we have Mendel’s first law of inheri- 
tance, or the law of unit characters, which 
states that the various characters that make 
up an individual are controlled by paired 
factors (genes). 

Again turning to the first filial genera- 
tion, that population which resulted from 
the cross of two pure line parents, Mendel 
noticed that the tall characteristic was able 
to completely mask the dwarf character- 
istic, but the dwarf characteristic could be 
recovered with further self pollination. 
Mendel’s second law of inheritance, or the 
law of dominance, states that one factor of 
a pair may mask or inhibit the expression 
of its mate factor. 

Mendel developed two more equally im- 
portant laws of inheritance, but to under- 
stand them easily we must utilize informa- 
tion concerning the microscopic processes 
of reproduction and chromosome behavior, 
neither of which was known at Mendel’s 
time. This story of chromosomes, repro- 
ductive cells and the laws of segregation 
and independent assortment will make up 
next month’s botany lesson. @

News from Tennessee 


The Tennessee Federation of Garden

These garden club members have many 
projects but one of the largest is the Ten- 
nessee Botanical Gardens and Fine Arts 
Center at Cheekwood.

The last group of 
courses included “Knowing Trees in Au- 
tumn,” “How Plants Grow,” and “Land- 
scaping the Home Grounds.” 

Special lectures for members only were 
given on “Bonsai, the Art of Dwarfing 
Plants,” “Japanese and Other Small Hol- 
lies,’ and an illustrated talk by Sam Cald- 
well (The Old Dirt Dobber) on the “High 
Points in the Garden Year.” 

Each year these clubs have a conserva- 
tion camp for garden club members and a 
conservation workshop for teachers. Schol- 
arships are awarded students studying 
landscape gardening at the University of 
Tennessee.

Giant Four O’Clocks 


IN AREAS that have mild winters, 
visitors are impressed often by the 
large and showy four-o’clock plants 
that grow as perennials from year to 
year. In Northern gardens, they are 
usually grown as annuals from planted 
or self-sown seeds. The hard-shelled 
seeds survive the freezing winters 
while the roots do not, except in an 
unusual location—perhaps close to a 
warm basement wall. By digging the 
fleshy roots and storing them over win- 
ter, they may be kept from season to 
season. Each summer they will in- 
crease in size, and thus yield larger, 
showier foliage and more flowers. 


The four-o’clock or marvel-of-Peru 
is known officially as Mirabilis jalapa. 
Pretty-by-night is a Southern and pos- 
sibly more fitting popular name. The 
fragrant flowers open late in the after- 
noon and so remain through the night. 


Four-o’clock seeds are sown after 
danger of frost is past where the plants 
are to stand. After light frost in the 
fall, the roots are dug and excess soil 
that clings to them is washed away. 
During the first winter the slightly 
thickened rootstalks need protection 
from severe drying. Storing in a tight 
plastic bag filled with vermiculite will 
bring the roots through winter in ex- 
cellent condition. By the time a tuber 
or rootstalk reaches the age of five 
years it may attain a thickness of five 
inches with two stems and grow as 
high as four feet. Mirabilis likes 
plenty of sun but will do well with 
four hours of direct sunlight. 


After the first year the plant needs 
support against wind and rain. Three 
stakes with a rope ring about 18 inches 
above ground will furnish a sturdy but 
flexible anchor. 


The shapeliness of the older plants 
and the fragrance of many blossoms 
highly recommend the four-o’clock 
for accent in the landscape and for 
use in flower borders. The crepe- 
textured flowers come in shades of 
red, yellow and white. They may be 
striped, mottled, or in combinations,

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THERE HAVE BEEN so many “proj- 
ects” going on the past few months 
that I have hardly realized that one 
year is already gone and we are start- 
ing another. 

One job was to move some peonies. 
The cherry tree simply grew to where 
it was shading them too much, and 
probably was too greedy with the lim- 
ited amount of moisture. 

Another JOB (you'll notice I used 
capital letters) was to build a semi- 
dry rock wall to get rid of the terrace 
on the left side of our yard. 


Actually I wanted to try some- 
thing I'd thought and talked about 
for ten years. Namely, be able to 
pick strawberries standing up. I’ve 
planted a row of strawberries near 
the front of the wall. Since it is 
about 30 feet long, I’m looking for- 
ward to spring and a bumper crop. 
Before this I started another straw- 


berry project that will take spring to 
prove whether my idea is practical— 
or just another “back saving” dream. 
I planted strawberries in boxes, then 
buried these boxes in the ground to 
their tops. Mulched them this winter. 
Come spring, they will come up and 
out, and on top of the 30-inch posts 
used to support chrysanthemums. 

In addition I reset the strawberry 
bed, in one long row along the grass 
walkway. So if my experiments fail 
I'll still have strawberries this spring. 
I picked both strawberries and rasp- 
berries until the hard killing frost 
which came in October this year. A 
bit early for this area, but as per 
usual it turned off nice and warm for 
weeks. It enabled us to dust off and 
use that old annual phrase, “The trees 
have never been so beautiful.” 

Returning to the rock wall for a 
bit—you’ll recall I said semi-dry. I 
used mortar in the bottom, and in the 
back area, as I didn’t care for the 
idea of having the wall tilt forward 
under pressure of earth and heavy 
rains. There is also a problem of mow- 
ing close to walls. So I laid a row of 
flat stones along the base, then ce- 
mented these over so grass could not 
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grow, and I'll be able to run the edge 
of the mower over this stone ribbon. 

Between the strawberries at the 
front of the wall and the lawn area, 
a variety of bulbs were put in. I’ve 
made a special effort this year to get 
early as well as late flowering tulips 
to prolong the season. 

Since our bulbs had been in the 
planters for a number of years, we 
took them up and replaced with new 
ones. The old bulbs are replanted in 
the back yard area. We're trying to 
show a new clean face in front. 

Like any project when it is started, 
one never knows where to leave off. 
So I followed through on an idea 
started several years ago. In the cor- 
ner of the yard I put out in hit-and- 
miss pattern a number of flowering 
trees—peppermint peach, a variety of 
crabs, dogwoods, etc. These trees were 
put in with the idea that when they 
got some size to them, spring flower- 
ing bulbs of various kinds would be 
put under the trees. 

So we are looking forward to a mass 
display of color from the first crocus 
to the Dutch iris. After the bulbs have 
bloomed, we always put annuals in 
the area to cover the ground, so it 
won’t look so naked. 


In the back yard I had the plas- 
tic water lines extended, with a 
number of outlets so I can now 


cover the whole area with sprinkler 
heads similar to the ones used on 
golf course greens. Perhaps a bit 
extravagant, but nothing, abso- 
lutely nothing, is more rewarding 
than the pleasure we get from our 
yard. It is like a case of one being 
able to indulge to the limit in 
sweets—and there are no calories. 
There may be a “few” calories in 


the fruits and vegetables, but nothing 
tastes quite as good as what you have 
grown. 

. 

The major project of the past sea- 
son was to have our back screened 
porch enclosed with glass on three 
sides. I have moved my office and 
study out here where I am distracted 
more than ever before with the “view” 
and the passing of birds and various 
animals. 

One end of my desk is stacked with 
an array of dog-eared catalogs, and 
I’m looking for the arrival of the new 
ones. I have-a new project planned. 
I’m planning to put out some specimen 
trees along the edges of the back yard. 
So as you can see I have more than a 
passing interest in the new catalogs. 

. 

After so long a time birthdays be- 
come commonplace, and hardly worth 
mentioning. In closing however, I do 
wish to call to your attention the fact 
that with this issue Flower @ Garden 
Magazine is starting Volume V, em- 
barking on our fifth year. 

It hardly seems possible that four 
years have slipped away. I am happy 
to say that we have the same staff we 
started with with some additional 
help. We still have the same objectives 
and the same enthusiasm as when we 
started. 

Thanks to the support of readers 
like yourself, we soon became the 
largest circulated strictly gardening 
magazine. Last fall we reached the 
half million mark, and still are con- 
tinuing to grow. May your pleasure 
and enjoyment in striving to have a 
beautiful lawn and garden grow with 
us.—J. E. T.
